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Preface to the First Edition. 


W HEN already there are some Sanskrit-English Dictionaries in the 
field; it heoomes necessary to explain; at the outset, the necessity 
for the production of such a Yolume as the one now offered to the public. 
Of the Sanskrit-English Dictionaries, now in existence; none was written 
specially to meet the wants of Indian students and none is within the easy 
reach of the student of moderate means. Prof. Goldstucker’s excellent but 
YoluminouB lexicon did not eTen reach the end of ^ and is now out of 
print. Prof. M. Williams’ Sanskrit-English Dictionary is undoubtedly a 
highly useful and meritorious production in many respects. But it 
abounds in matter not needful to the ordinary student of classics ; its plan 
and arrangement; though philological; are not practical ; and it takes up 
much unnecessary space by the employment of Boman character in addi- 
tion to the Devanagan, by giving insertion to unnecessary formS; and by 
repeating, in every instance, tbe leading word in the collocation of com- 
pounds. It is, besides; so highly priced as to be practically within the 
reach of very few indeed. Prof. Benfey’s Dictionary, not to speak of its 
very high price, contains much useless matter and is often singularly 
wanting in that which the student would naturaUy look for in a 
Dictionary. Prof. Wilson’s Dictionary gives mere synonyms, is de- 
fective in its treatment of verbs and generally fails to supply to the 
student the additional information he seeks. Moreover, being an old 
attempt; it is superseded by the performances of later writers. Of course 
I do not mean to disparage these vrorks ] on the other hand I value them 
highly and I have elsewhere acknowledged my obligations to them. 1 
only wish to show that the Indian student of Sanskrit classics is thus left 
without any Sanskrit-English Dictionary, which, being within his easy 
reach, would satisfy his ordinary demands. While lecturing to Sanskrit 
classes at Oollege, this want of a suitable Sanskrit-English Dictionary 
was often brought to my notice ; an J, last year, I was prevailed upon by 
my publisher to undertake to prepare the present work, chiefly t ) meet 
the ordinary demands of High Sohool and Oollege students. My chief 
object; accordingly, in compiling the present Dictionary, has been to 
produce a volume of moderate size, as cheap and handy as possible with- 
out sacrifice of clearness and facility of reference, which the student can 
command at any time and place and in which he would find all that he 
ordinarily requires. 

Having pointed out the necessity for such a Dictionary I proceed to 
explain the scope of the present work and to define the extent of litera- 
ture which it is meant to cover, Sanskrit literature embraces tvfo dUtiuot 
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periods— Vedic anl posli-Vedic. The first comprisea the four Vedas aud 
their auxiliaries, viz., the Bn^hinfmas, the Upanishads, and the R’Hras. 
The second comprises metrical law-books, the great epics, the several 
systems of philosophy; grammatical literature, legal digests and com- 
mentaries, rhetoric, poetry in its various branches, the dramas, the 
Pura'na's and Upapura'nas and treatises on mathematics, astrology^ music, 
medicine, and other branches of knowledge. Of these the first or Vedic 
period is not covered by the present Dictionary, my object being to 
supply an adequate help for the study of post-Vedic, more especially, of 
classical literature. Accordingly purely Vidic words — words which are 
not met with in classical works and are peculiar to the Vedic literature — 
will be found altogether omitted. The Vedas, being the earliest 
record of human progress yet known to man, unquestionably afford much 
food for reflection and speculation j and it is the duty of every son of 
India to study those sacred writings on other grounds also. But I think 
separate appliances ought to be in existence for the use of the Vedic 
student. The meanings of Vedic terms are not yet settled. Saya»a’s 
readings are not in harmony with the opinions of modern scholars, and 
the latter again differ as much from one another as they do from the 
great Indian scholiast. In such a state of Vedic scholarship an indepen- 
dent lexicon of purely Vedic terms explained in the light of modern 
philological researches would be highly useful to those engaged in a study 
of the Vedic literature. But this tusk being very arduous and beside my ^ 
purpose, I have strictly confined myself to the post-Vedic literature. 
However, it must not at all be supposed that the present Dictionary cm. 
braces the whole i) 03 t-Vedic literature in all its branehos. Even after tho.^ 
exclusion of Vedic literature the field of Sanskrit learning remains so 
vast that, in order to produce a lexicon which would cover the whole of 
its ground and do full justice to all its branches, many years of patient 
and incessant labour are necessary ; and the fruit of such labour it 
will be impossible to give in a single volume, however large. To explain 
and define the innumerable terms of logic, law, rhetoric, mathematics,- 
philosophy, grammar, music, medicine and other branches of learnings 
with accuracy and precision is a task not yet attempted by any Sanskrit- f 
English lexicon except, perhaps, that of the late Prof. Goldstucker, 

which, as I have already intimated, did not reach the end of even the 

first vowel. This small volume is intended as an aid to the ordinary 
student of classioal literature and cannot pretend to be in any way I 
exhaustive on these linos ; nor can it reader aid to any but a mere « 

beginner in many of the special branches of learning indicated above. ~ 

However, grammar, rhetoric and law, as being more intimately connected ) 
with general literature, are more particulurly attended to in the compila- ^ 
tion of this work and most of the ordinary terms peculiar to these I 
branches are explained as clearly as the nature of the work allowed. Of 
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other branches of spacial learning such as logic, mathematics and medi- 
cine the student will find only the most ordinary terms included, while in 
the case of such branches as music and astrology even this has not been 
found, in all cases, possible. Again the n 'imes of such plants and trees 
only are inserted as are met with in general literature. Those peculiar to 
medicine, though found in Sanskrit lexicons like that of Amarasinha, 
have been omitted as being of very little use in making a general 
acquaintance with Sanskrit literature. Obscure and unimportant words 
never used in literature and simple compound words («. 7. 
which present no difficulty of meaning are, in many cases, excluded •, and 
so are simple derivatives from words which the student can very easily 
form for him^olf. Names of authors and works have also had to be 
omitted. They are of no use to the ordinary studies and are too numerous 
to deserve insertion in a small volume, besides the fact that there now 
exist many catalogues of Sanskrit Mss. from which such information can 
be gathered if required. My object in making all these omissions was to 
effect as much saving of space as possible without diminishing the ues- 
fulness of the book. To recapitulate, the present Dictionarv includes 
words occuring ill the general post- Ysdic literature — such as the epics, 
the metrical law-books, the moral tales, the pro^e of Dandin and Bana, 
poetry in its various bramihe*', the dramas, and the Pura'was— most of tho 
ordinary terms of logic, philosophy, medicine, and some oth^r special 
branches of learuiug. It docs not include Vedic words, names of plants 
and trees except when they are met with in general literature, obscure 
and unimportant words never ' used in classics, extremely simple com- 
iOunds, obvious and simple derivatives, names of authors and works and 
the more technical terms of the philosoiihical and scientific branches of 
learning. 

Some words are now necessary in regard to the plan and arrange^ 
lent of the work. And first it must be pointed out that the head of ety- 
uology is here altogether left ont of consideration. (Comparative etymolo- 
gy, such as would be serviceable for philological purposes, however useful 
n itself, was of course out of the question in a voluino like tlie present. 
Simple derivation, such as that given in Wilsm^s Sanskrit ‘English 
Dictionary, would, I believe, have much increased tho bulk of tho volume 
without practically adding to its utility. This latter also, for this reason, 

' have altogether omitted and confined myself to <:iving such derivations 
mly as deserved aitontion on account of their singularity ; ( See 

&c. ). Agalu I have not considered it either advisable 
)r necessary to give all possible meanings of every word. Some which 
never occur in literature and arc quite out of-tho-way have been omitted. 
tPoT the sake of clearness the different significations of each word hare 
been separated and numbered by black Arabic figures j and ia doi ng so, 
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meanings sufficiently distinguishable from each other, even when ulti* 
mately refeirible <o the same general sense have been given separately; 
but mere shades of meaning and particularities of use which closely run 
into one another have been generally grouped under the same figure. In 
order to save space I have made a point of not making, in any case, the 
number of synonyms under each sense needlessly large. To the ordinary 
student, especially to a beginner, quotations are of great use as furnish- 
ing illustrations of the use of a word in a particular sense ; and they also 
often assist in corroborating a doubtful meaning or fixing the significa- 
tion of a word in a particular passage. I have, therefore, very often insert- 
ed quotations, mostly from classical writers, and have generally supple- 
mented them by references to other places. All the works usually read in 
schools and colleger and a good many more have been copiously drawn 
upon for this purpose. In giving quotations and references generally the 
most suitable editions have been used ; where many editions existed it has 
sometimes become necessary to compare some of them. In the case of 
K/ivyas the chapters of the verse are always given as they are almost 
coincident in all existing editions. But in the case of prose works such as 
Ba'wa’s Kadambari the page is never cited since there is very little or no 
chance of the pages of the different editions coinciding with each other. 
To take an example, what is page 8 ) in Dr. Peterson^s edition of BAwa's 
Kadambari is page 100 in a Calcutta edition, and, for aught one knows, 
may bo some totally different page in a third edition. For similar 
reasons in making quotations from and giving references to plays I have 
thought it advisable to give the Act only without citing the page. My 
object in following this course has been not to localize a book which may 
be used everywhere, by making references by page to editions which are 
in particular use at particular centres only. In this connection I may be 
allowed to observe that it is a matter for regret that, in spite of the so- 
called spread of Sanskrit learning, wo do not yet possess accurate and 
trustworthy editions of some of the classical works usually read at col- 
lege. The MHchchhakajfika and the UttararAmacharita, for instance, 
are undoubtedly two of our best Sanskrit plays ; but unfortunately their 
texts are yet in a most unsatisfactory condition, and authors have no op- 
tion but to use such material as may bo within their reach. In addition 
to quotations and references I have noted grammatical peculiarities where 
necessary and hare often added other information which, I hope, will be 
acceptable to the University student. At the end are added two appen- 
dices : the fir.4 treats of Sanskrit prosody and the second is explanatory ol 
the names of noted mythological persons, &c. The student, it is believed, 
will derive much assistance from them, ( For further details see ^Direc 
tlons to the students. ’ ) 

In the next place I must nentioii the works which I have constantly 
consulted in the course of the compilation of this volume. Professor Gold- 
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fit ticker’s Sanakrit-English Dictionary was constantly consulted to the 
middle of the first vowel; and I derived many happy hints from it. Pro- 
fessors Bohtlingk and Both’s excellent and exhaustive Sanskrit-German 
Wdrterbuch h^s been cods tan tly by my side and has furnished me with 
hints for many of pxy quotations and references. Indeed I have made my 
own selection and have drawn upon sources not drawn upon by those 
authors. !^t my indebtedness to them in this matter 1 must frankly ac- 
knowledge. Professor Taranath’s Ydehaspatya 1 have consulted through- 
out for the difierent significations of wordS; for quotations; and for other 
information in which that work so richly abounds. Professor M. Williams’ 
Sanskrit-English Dictionary, so rich in synonyms has been a constant 
source of aid and has supplied many excellent equivalents. The Professor’s 
scheme of compound words has also assisted me a great deal. These authors 
have been my principal guides and I most thankfully acknowledge my 
deep obligations to them. I have also now and then referred to the Sans- 
krit-English Dictionaries of Benfey and Wilson and the Sanskrit-Marathi 
lexicon of the late Mddhava Chandrobd. Moreover; I have had frequently 
to consult Sanskrit lexicons; works on grammar; rhetoric and prosody and 
a great many other texts — some of them vory ably edited by competent 
scholars. To the authors or editors of all such works 1 tender my most 
hearty thanks. 

1 shall next advert to a few particulars which call for some explana- 
tion. Though compounds are generally arranged under their first members, 
1 have purposely deviated from this course in a few instances and treated 
them as leading words when such a course appeared to me to be more suit- 
able. To eifect saving in space I have also treated some words as com- 
pounds which; strictly speakin^aro not so. Such are the abstract nouns 
in fW and fTr the adjectives in and There is ono more 

regularity imposed upon me by the exigencies of the press : I mean th^ 
orthography of anuaoa'ras in the body of words. In a lexicon, where, in 
arranging the Words, such anusoaras are treated as nasals, it was my in- 
tention to insist on the usual mode of representing them by their corres- 
ponding nasals ; but owing to the extreme inconvenience of the press 
added to the ignorance of scribes through whose hands such a work must 
necessarily pass I had no course left but to give up my intention ; and, as 
a consequence, no one fixed rule has been followed in regard to this matter. 
But as this irregularity is not likely, in any way, to interfere with the 
usefulness of the work 1 hope the pubHc will indulgently excuse me. 

In fine I trust that this volume will be useful not only to High 
School and College students for whom it is chiefiy intended, but also to 
the general reader of Sanskrit classics ] and if 1 learn that this object it 
has fulfilled even partially I shall consider myself amply rewarded . 
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However, in a work of this magnitude, dealing as it does with tlie 
whole stock of knowledge in a language copious in its literature, I am 
quite aware that many imperfections and shortcomings must have occurred 
from my own want of knowledge as well as from other causes. Indeed I 
have occasionally discovered such shortcomings even in the great works 
which 1 consulted, and I do not at all imagine that my attempt can be 
free from them. In partial excuse of these I hope 1 shall be allowed to 
plead the immense labour and close application that such a work demands. 
The reader will also consider how errors quickly multiply when a work 
has to pass through several hands. I need not add that I shall be very 
happy to receive suggestions for the improvment of the work and shall 
very willingly adopt such of them as may be useful in a subsequent edition. 

In concluding I tender my hearty thanks to Mr. Kriehnaji Govind 
Oka who, in addition to supplying several valuable hints, saw the whole 
work through the press and to whom alone is due the credit of whatever 
may be good in the execution and general get-up of the work. My thanks 
are also due to several other friends who have assisted me in one way or 
another in the compilation of the present Dictionary.

The first edition was prepare 1 and published in groat haste. It was 
therefore natural that with all the care on the part of the author and his 
collaborators, misprints should have occurred, and mistakes, though not 
very many, should have crept in, especially in regard to the numerous 
quotations from classical works. Before taking up the publication of the 
second edition, it was contemplated, not only to revise the work, but also 
to enlarge it considerably so that it should cover at least the whole extent 
of post-vedic literature. As it is, it touches classical literature princi" 
pally and the other branches but partially, A comprehensive dictionary, 
covering the whole field of literature, Vedic as well as post-Vedic, is a 
long felt desideratum, and is sure to bo of immense help to students read- 
ing for higher University Examinations. Oonsiderations, however, of the 
time tliat the work of enlarging would iiecossaiily require, and more than 
that, of the very limited means of the majority of students for whom the 
work is mainly intended, at last prevailed, and the plan of enlarging had 
to be post-pom d. In compliance with our request Prof. N. S. Pansb, b. a., 
late Professor of Sanskrit, Fergusson College, readily undertook the weari- 
some task of carefully revising the whole work and going through the 
final proofs. His scholarship and experience have been of great use to us. 
Our sincerest thanks are due to him.

DIRECTIONS TO THE STUDENTS 


( TO BE STUDIED BEFORE U8INO THE DIOTIONABV. ) 

( 1 ) In this Dictionary words are arranged in the N&gari' alphabe* 
tical order. 

( 2 ) When words, really dissimilar owing to difference in derira- 
tiou or grammar, are identical in form, the form is given once only as a 
leading word, and under it are treated the several words under large 
Roman figuroe like other words in the Dictionary, e. g, 

( 3 ) For the sake of clearness, the several meanings of each word, 
when iuflfieiently distingnit^hablo from one another, are given separately 
and nnmhuTed by black Arabic figures ; mere shades of moaning are not 
troatad a-: ^epaiate senses ] but, in such cases, generajly several synonyms 
are given ^ and the student must use his discretion in finding out which of 
them is the most appropriate in any particular passage. 

( 4 ) Simple derivatives from words, which the student can easily 
ferm for himself and which present no material difference of meaning are 
generally omitted. Thus potential passive participles in ^ or 
the less important past passive participles, abstract nouns regularly deriv- 
ed from adjectives, present participles and adverbs formed from adjectives 
are, except in spijciai cases ( See ^5 ), left out. These, it is believed, the 
student will he able very easily to make up by the ordinary rules of 
grammar. 

( 5 ) Names of authors and works are omittod, except in some 
notable instances. 

( 6 ) Some words which are used as indeclinables, but are clearly 
derivablo from nouns or aajectives, are given within brackets under the 
nouns or adjectives from which they are derived and are not treated as 
separate words, e. g. under 

( 7 ) The meanings of past passive participles and other similar deri- 
vatives are not given in full as they may be very readily got at by a re- 
ference to the roots from which they are derived. 

( 8 ) Quotations are given in small N&gari' type after the meanings 
which they are meant to illustrate. 

( 9 All remarks upon meanings, explanatory and grammatical 
statements, and notes of information are enclosed within brackets. 



( 10 ) (a) Compound words, except in a few cases where another 
course appeared advisable, are grouped under the first word in the com- 
pounds which is denoted by a hjphen ; thus — under anfT means 
oRnrror. 

(/>) But where the formation of a compound is irregular and cannot 
be obtained by substituting the leading word for the hyphen and apply- 
ing the ordinary rules of Sandhi j the compound is given in full, e. g, 

aifm^r, 

(c) In every case compounds are arranged in the Nagart alpha- 
betical order of the words, which, in combination, are to be added on 
to the leading word. 

(d) When a oompound itself forms the first member of other com. 

pounds, the latter are given immediately below it, the first compound, 
in such cases, being represented by a ( ) preceding the word vrhich forms 
the last member of the new compound. Thus under ^ means not

(«) For the sake of oonvenience some words formed by Taddbita 
pratyayas are treated as oompound. 

( 11 ) In the case of nouns, feminine forms, when of sufficient im- 
portance, have been, as a rule, treated as separate leading words. In a 
few cases, however, in which the feminine form makes no difference in 
meaning beyond that of sex it is indicated under the masculine word. 

( 12 ) Every leading adjective has its feminine form given after it 
within brackets \ but this course has not been followed in the case of 
compounds. 

( 13 ) (a) In the case of roots the Arabic figure, preceding A, P and 

U, denotes the conjugation to which the root belongs. 

(h) Under each root some of its important forms are usually given. 

(c) Verbs formed by prefixing, prepositions and other words to roots 
are given under those roots in Nagari alphabetical order. Thus 

and must be looked for under The hyphen which follows pre- 
positions indicates that they are to be prefixed to the leading root in order 
that it may give the sensos that follow. 

(d) Sometimes roots change their form or pada ( voice ) or both under 
the influence of certain prepositions or when used in certain senses. These 
changes have been noted within brackets in their proper places. 

( 14 ) A few words and meanings, inadvertently omitted in the body 
of the Dictionary, have been given in the form of a Supplement at the end. 
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( 15 ) App. I. gives in an intelligible form the definitions and illus- 
trations of such metres as the student is likely to meet with in Sanskrit 
classics. As regards names of mythological persons^ those most generally 
in use have been thrown in App. IJ. for the sake of easy reference, and all 
synonyms and epithots in the nature of synonyms arc included in the body 
of the work. Thus the word will be found in App. II. where a short 
account of the hero is given; but the synonyms 
will bo found in the body of the work in their proper places. 

( IG ) In a few cases the rules of Sandhi are not strictly observed 
for the sake of intelligibility. 

( 17 ) The system of tranJiteration followed is, in no item, a new 
one and will easily be understood by the student without any explanation.

It was he who conveyed 
Ivpisby^a and Balarahua to Mathura 
where Krish.’ifi performed some of 
his great exploits. 

A great sage, said to have 
been born of Mitrj'i and Varuim 
in a water- jar; (hence called 
) He is regarded 
as the pioneer of Aryan civiliza- 
tion in the South. K.ima who 
was his guest for some time was 
treated by him with the most dis- 
tinguished tokens of respect and 
was presented with the bow of 
Vishnu, two inexhaustible quivers 
and a superb coat of mail which 
had been given to the sage by 
Indra. The Vindhya mountain 
once grew jealous and demanded 


that the sun should revolve round 
him. This the sun declining to 
do, tho Vindhya elov»,tod himself 
higher and higher in order to 
obstruct the passage of the sun 
and the moon The gods, alarmed, 
sought the aid of Agastya. The 
latter approached the mountain 
and requested him to bend down 
and afford him passage to the 
south, begging at tho same time 
that the mountain would retain 
a low position till his return. 
This the mountain promised to 
do, but Agastya never returned 
and tho Vindhya never attained 
the height of ilima’Iaya. Agastya 
is known for having drunk the 
whole sea and for having oaten 
lip and digested two deinons of 
the names of and ^rrrrrfT ; 

owing to the latter incident his 
name is believed to have a digest- 
ing o^ect on tho stomacli. He is 
considered as the regent of the 
star Canopus in the south, and it 
is believed that his appearance in 
tho sky makes turbid waters clear, 
( R. IV. 21, xiii. 30 ). 
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oTrir ( fire pe^soDifie^^') Son of ! 
Kas'yjipa and Adi'fci. He is ! 
generally describt^d as having 
two faces, three lego and seven 
arms or tongues ( flames ) and 
riding a ram or borne in a 
carriage drawn by red horses. 
Swa'ha' is his wife and Pa'vaka, 
Pavama'na and B'uchi are his 
sons. 11c gave the (ja'ndiJ'ra to 
Arjuna. 

A demon in the service of 
Xansa. He assumed the form 
of a vast serpent to devour 
XrisliAa^s companions, but was 
killed by the latter. 

3TJr3r Va'li. monkey-king 

and Ta'ra'. IJe was one of the 
chief monkeys in Ita'ma’s forco 
and was sent out on an embassy 
to Lanka'. His expostulations 
with Ra'va;^/.a are a piece of the 
most stirring and persuasive 
eloquence. 

Son of Ra'ghu and father of 
Das'aratha. Xa'lida'sa describes 
in ghjwing terms the life of Aja, 
particularly his marriage with 
ludumati.a princess of the llhojas 
and his lamentations at her uu> 
exi)ectod death. 

gnnfN’ An ancestor of Yudhishfhira. 

A Bra'hmawa of Ka'nya- 
kubja, who was attached to a ; 
SVdra woman and her children, i 
While calling out his son j 
named Na'ra'yana he heard the | 
conversation of the servants of 
Yama and Vish/»u and repented. 

The wife of a monkey, nam- 
ed Kesari, ^nd the mother of 
Hanu'mat, the celebrated monkey 
chieftain of Ka'ma. She is said 
to have been impregnated by the 
desire of Marut ; hence the name 
Ma'ruti ( the wind-born ). 

A Prajdpati or progenitor. He 
was married to Anasu’ya' and 
was the father of Datta'treya. 
The moon is said to have been 


protluced from his eys (R. ii. 75), 
In lia'ina’s peregrinations through 
the l)an^?aka' forest, the sage 
entertained him at his hermitage, 
and bis wife blessed Sita' with a 
! pigment which never wore out

I srr^rff Th(5 daughter of Daksha and 
wife of Kasliyapa by whom she 
was mother of Vishmi, Indra and 
ot|^er gods. The twelve A'dityas 
are her sons. 

3Tf^»'5’ The sou of Pradyumna and 
grand-sou of Xyish^m He was 
beloved by Usha'.the daughter of 
Ba'/ta. He was secretly conveyed 
during night to Usha^’s room 
which was rigidly sentinelled, by 
the magical power of Ohitralekha', 
fritmd of Usha\ After a time he 
was detected and reported to 
Ba'wa. A fierce fight ensued 
between Ba'wa and him. But he 
proved invincible. Ba'wi, foiled 
in his attempt of subduing him 
with arms, contrived his capture 
by means of his magical faculties, 
Aniruddha was freed from his 
captivity by Kri8h/^a who utterly 
defeated and humbled him 

down. 

A demon with thousand heads^ 
and arms, killed by Siva as he 
attempted to carry off the 
Pa'rija'ta tree from the heaven. 

Son of Arjuna by Subhadra 
renowned for his strength and 
valour. He was married to Uttara',. 
the daughter of king Vira'ia. 
He fought with distinguished 
valour on the first day of the 
great war, cutting down the 
ensign in Bhi'shma’s chariot. 
On the second day he slew a son 
of Duryodhana and when attacked 
by the latter was rescued by 
Ariuna. On the thirteenth 
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day of the war, he was, 
owing to the absence of Arjuna, 
commanded by Yudhish^hira to 
charge the Kauraras who were 
drawn up in the form of a spid- 
er’s web he drove his chariot 
into the enemies’ ranks and per- 
formed prodigies of valour, but 
was finally overpowered by six 
warriors and slain, ( Ve. ii. ). 
After the great war the line of 
the Paidavaa was presented 
through his son Pari'kshit. 

Son of king Na'bha^ga, was 
greatly distinguished for his piety 
and liberality, lie is said to have 
conquered the whole world in 
a week. 

gfwr The eldest daughter of KaVi- 
ra'ja. She along with her two 
sisters was won by Bhishma as 
prize in the contest which took 
place at the time of her iSvayam* 
vara, Amba' with her sisters was 
to be married to Vichitravi'iya, 
the step-brother of Bhi^shma } but 
she refused to marry him saying 
that she had already taken in her 
mind king SVlva for her lord. 
She was allowed to go to S'alva ; 
but on suing him she found to 
her utter disappointment that 
her suit was rejected by that 
prince. Thus repulsed she return- 
ed to Bhi^shma and importuned 
him to espouse her, but he would 
not do so for fear of violating 
the vow of life-lc 'g continence 
to which he had strictly sworn 
before his father. She then return- 
ed into a forest for observing 
penance. There one day she fell 
in with her grand-father who 
pitied her condition, and taking 
her to his friend Paras'ura'ma, 
requested him to persuade Bhi'- 
shma to marry her. Paras'ura'ma 
closed with the proposal and took 
her to Bhi'shma but found him 
untractable. Then followed a 
trial by combat between the two 
•vnui no deci- 


sion. In her helplessness Amba' 
propitiated SiVa and begged him 
to furnish her with the means 
of killiug Bhi'shma. But this 
was not possible in that very 
birth, and the god said that she 
would have her revenge in her 
second birth which would be 
that of a daughter of king Brupada 
named S'ikhandini'. Consoled 
by this promise she quitted the 
world, was again born as the 
daughter of Brupada and after- 
wards became Arjuna’s instru- 
ment of killing Bhi'shma. See 

> Younger sisters of 

> Ambii. They ( both 
of them ) wore married to Vichi- 
travi'rya, but ho died beforo 
either of them had borne any 
child to him. Witnessing this 
utter failure of issue in them 
Satyavati, their mother-in-law, 
summoned Vya'sa, her eldest son, 
from the forest who, at her request, 
begot Db/’itarash^ra and Pandu 
respectively on Ambika' and 
Ambalika . 

The charioteer of the sun and 
the son of Kas'yapa and Vinata'. 
Being prematurely delivered he 
is said to have been born thighless.

wife of Vasish^ha. One of the 
Pleiades and generally regarded 
as themodelof wifely excellence.” 
Hence the star of this name, 
which is close to the middle one 
in the tail oiUrsa J/a; or, is point- 
ed out by the bridegroom to 
his bride, with admonitions to 
pay obeisance to it, at the mar- 
riage ceremony, 

31^7 The third son of Pa'ndu and: 
KuntP, begotten on the latter 
by Indra. Arjuna was the most 
favourite 
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the Srnyamrara of Dnmpadi' he 
suecoeded in hitting the golden 
fiah and won Drau^padi' who 

be-camo the wife of the 
five brothers. There was a 
rule among the brothers 
that if any one of them entered 
the house of another brother 
while Dr«aux)adi' was dwelling 
there ho should go into exile for 
twelve years. Arjuna hapx^ened 
to break this riihj and had to go 
into exile in consequonco. While 
thus wandering abroad ho marri- 
ed Ulu'pi', Chilra'ngada' and 
Subhadra'. Jn the course of the 
exile of the [‘a'ndavas Arjuna 
secured the l*aVupata missile 
from S'iv.i. with whom, disguised 
as a /\lrrrtfi\ lie had a severe fight, 
lie was the bravest of the 
I’a'ndavas and central ligure of 
attraction in the great war with 
the Ivauravas. lie killed two of 
the greatest warriors on the other 
side, Ilhi'sham and Kary^a. Mis 
next adventures were in connec- 
tion with the horse-sacrifice 
performed by Yudhish^hira, 
After the massacre at l*rabha'sa 
ho with the Pa'ndavas perished 
on the Himalaya mountain, 
Pari'kshit, his grandson, succeed- 
ing to the throne of Hastinapura, 

The only son of Droaa, 
the military preceptor of the 
Kauravas and PanJayas, and 
Xripi', the sister Kripa. He is 
said to be deathless. In the course 
of tlie great war between the 
Kauravas and the IVndavas, one 
day an elephant, named AsVattha- 
man, was slain and the Pa'ndavas, 
by the advice of Krishna, look 
advantage of this coincidence in 
name and falsely reported that 
Drona'fl son was dead. Yudhish- 
^hira was appealed to as being 
truthful and had to give an 
vevasive reply. Overcome with 


sorrow at the early death of his 
only son, the kind old father was 
for a time insensible. Meanwhile 
Dhrish^adyumna, his avowed 
enemy, severed his head from the 
body. ( Ve. in. ), Of all this As'- 
vattha'man had no knowledge till 
the treacherous deed was accom- 
jilished. When he heard of it he 
was overcome with filial tender- 
ness and in a fit of ])aroxism 
upbraided for their pusillanimity 
Jill the warriors of his side wh o 
witnessed with indifference his 
father^s death. As'vatthaman 
afterwards took his revenge by 
murdering the five sons of i)rau- 
padi', while asleep, and also 
Drish'adyumna and is believed to 
be still living, being a 

The twin sons of the sun 
by his wife ^siT in the form of a 
mare. Once it happened that ttsIT 
wanted to go to her father’s house; 
but her husband would not allow 
her to go. Through her magical 
1)0 wer she then created a woman, 
an exact likeness of herself, and 
substituting her in her place with- 
out her husband's knowledge, went 
to her father. The sun refused to 
admit her when she returned.Thus 
repulsed she assumed the form of 
a mare and wandered over the 
earth. After some time by some 
domestic discord the sun came to 
know all this, assumed the form 
of a horse and was with his wife^ 
now a mare, who bore to him 
these twins. The As'vins are 
famous as heavenly physicians. 

The son of Kahodha. He 
was born crooked in eight places 
for having interfered with his 
father’s studies. He saved his 
father from the watery grave to 
which he was consigned when 
ddfeated in a literary controversy 
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Tho \rife of Gautama. She 
was ravished by Indra and hence 
reduced by a curse to a stone. 
She was restored to her original 
form ))y Ba^ma. 

The «'on of Purii'ravas audUr- 
viis'i' and the father of Nahusha. 

Bfpcrfrqi The son of the sage Jaratka - 
rii and Jaratka'ri', the sister of 
the serpant Ya'suki'. ITo is said to 
have saved Takshaka from falling 
into the fir<i at the time of the ser- 
pent -'<acrifi.*o of r/irikshila and 
thus Prescived the serpent race. 

One of tho ten sons of Mann 
Vaivasvata and tho grand-son 
of tho sun, considered to be the 
primogenitor of the solar dynas- 
ty to which Baghii, Aja, Riima 
and many other kings of great 
<*elebiity belonged. 

Wife of Aja. After giving 
birth to lier distinguished sou Da- : 
s'aratha ( the father of B^tma ), | 
5 * 1 x 0 . while in a summergrove with 
her husband, dropped down dead 
by the touch of a garland of celes- 
tial flowers. 

The king of heaven and lord 
of the gods. It is supposed that 
any body, a god, a man, or a 
giant, can raise himself to the po- 
sii ion of Indra by performing, a 
hundred horse-sacrifices. Indra is 
therefore, represented as being 
jealous of one who performs one 
hundred sacriheos and as trying 
to dissuade him from his object 
either personally or by the inter- 
vention of the nymphs of his 
court (B.iii.). Ho is known as the 
paramour of Ahalya', the wife of 
Gautama, whom be once ravished.

It was 
ho who cut down the wings of the 
raoiiritaiuh that oiivo dew about to 
the great annoyance of the people. 
He is the god of rain. 

kre.vest and jnost power- 
ful of the sons of B:ivii//a. By 
means of magical weapon^, in 
tlie Use of which ho was an ex- 
pert, he jnlliiitod terrible wounds 
on all the loaders of Kama s army, 
o>pecially on Lakshniafxa whom 
he loft almost dead on the field. 
LaksUmana rocoverod by means 
of tho healing plant brought 
specially for that purpose by 
Hauumat and ultimately killed 
Jndrajit. indrajiPs original name 
was Meghanada but lie was 
so called becau?e he captured In- 
dra and brought him to Lanka'. 

The king of Mathurfi who 
was deposed by his son Kausa* 
and kept in confinement. When 
Kansa was killed, Krisliwa restor- 
ed the captive king to the throne 
and eent to Indra for his royal 
hall Sudharnuni which was con- 
veyed from heaven by Vayu and 
used by ihe Yndava chiefs. CJgra* 
sen a reigned wisely and well for 
a long time at Mathurfi. When* 
Krishna died ho is said to have 
committed himself along with, 
his wife to the flames 

A celebrated king of Vatsa- 
whose exploits are narrated in 
the Brihfltkatbfi and who isallud- 
' ed to at Megh.. 1. 30 . He was tha 
‘ SOU' of S-aheera'nika, the grand- 
I son of Janam6ja3a.Ghandamaha'- 
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sena^ the king of Ujjayini', decoy- 
ed him to that city, but bis 
minister managed to carry him 
off with Va'savadatta^^ the dan* 
ghter of Chandamahilscna. Subse- 
quently for political reasons the 
minister brought about bis mar- 
riage with PadmaVati the dau* 
gbtor of Pradyota, king of Maga- 
dha who, believing the false re- 
port that Ya'savadatta' was burnt 
to death, gave bis consent to the 
marriage. ( The story given in 
Vas.D, as also that referred to in 
M. M. II. varies. ) Like some of 
bis ancestors he conquered the 
whole earth. His capital was Kau- 
s'a'mbi'. 

A cousin of Krishna to whom 
be was warmly attached. When 
ho foresaw the destruction of the 
Yiidavas he applied to Krishna 
for advice and was sent to Bada- 
rikWrama to practise penance 
and prepare for heaven.

The daughter of the serpent 
"Kauravya. One day, while Arjuua 
was bathing in the river Ganges, 
XJlupP happened to see him and 
was quite taken with his manly 
beauty. 8e stole him away to Pd* 
tdla' and there Persuaded him to 
take her hand to wnloh, Axjnna, 
•after some hesitation, consented. 


From him she had one son named 
Irdvdn. 

The daughter of Bdna who saw 
Aniruddha in a dream and 
became enamoured of him. She 
related this to Ohitralekhd,herfe- 
male confidante', who advised the 
employment of a portrait-pain- 
ter to take the portraits of all the 
young princes in the neighbour- 
hood. On seeing the portrait of 
Aniruddha, Usbd recognized him. 
Ohitralekhd then clandestinely 
united tho youth to Ushd. ( See 

The son of Ayutayu, a des- 
cendant of Ikshvdku. He was cele- 
brated for his skill in dice. He was 
a great friend of king Nala with 
whom he exchanged his skill in 
dice for his knowledge of horse- 
manship. Nala in the days of liis 
adversflty found shelter in the 
service of this king at Ayodhya'. 

A great sage. He was the 
son of Vibh.4ndaka and a heaven- 
ly nymph in the shape of a deer. 
He was brought up in the forest 
by his father and saw no other 
human being until he attained 
early manhood. At a season of 
great drought Lomapi^da, king 
of Anga, by the advice of Brah- 
ma;»as, allured T^ishyasVinga to 
his house and with great cere- 
mony gave his daughter S'linta in 
marriage to him. The sage, satis- 
fied with that gift, caused heavy 
showers to fall in his kingdom. 
He was subsequently called by 
Das'aratha to perform for him a 
sacrifice for the attainment of 
issue. 

sfir# (the submarine fire) The son of 
Urva and the grand -son of Bhrigu. 
He is said to have been bom from 
the thigh and at the persuasion 
of Pitris to have cast the fire of 
his anger against the Kshatriyas 
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who persecuted his race, into the 
ocean, where it became a being 
with the face of a horse. He 
was the preceptor of Sagar. 

King of Mathura' who incarce- 
rated his father. He slew the first 
six children of his cousin Devaki', 
the wife of Yasudeva, and mo- 
ther of Krisliwa, But the seventh 
and the eighth, Balarama and 
Krishwa, escaped his circumspec- 
tion. He was warned before the 
birth of Krishna that the latter 
would take his life. He accord- 
ingly attempted to kill Krishna 
as soon as he was born. Failing 
in this he employed many de- 
mons to accomplish his purpose, 
and sent Akrura to bring Kri- 
shna to Mathura' where a severe 
duel was fought between Krishna 
aud Kansa in which the former 
slew the latter. 

The grand-son of Ikshva'ku. 
In a war between the demons 
and the gods this king was called 
by Indra to his assistance. The 
king agreed to lend his assistance 
on condition that Indra should 
carry him on his shoulders assum- | 
ing the form of a bull. This i 
being consented to, he went to 
fight seated on the Kakudox hump 
of Indra in the shape of a bull, 
and was therefore called 
(R. VI. 71, 72). 

The son of Brihaspati, the 
preceptor of gods. He became 
a pupil of S'ukra to learn from 
him a lore which was unknown 
to gods and by virtue of which 
demons, killed in battle, were 
restored to life. While there he 
passed his time very pleasantly 
with Devaya'ni', the daughter of 
8'akTa, until Devaya'ni' began to 
feel a deep passion for him. The 
demons were angry that their 
preceptor should teach the son 
of Brihaspati. They thrice killed 


him and S'ukra, pressed by his 
daughter, thrice restored him to 
life. Finishing his studies ho 
was about to go homo when De- 
vaya ni' signified to him her wish 
to be his bride. To this he would 
not consent saying he regarded 
her as his sister and had to go 
away with a heavy curse on his 
head from Dovaya'ni, 

oFP^A great sage, the primogenitor 
of the line of K.(iTLvaifaaa Barli- 
ma//,a9 aud the foster-father of 
S'akuntala'. 

^^One of the daughters of Haksha, 
wife of Kashyapa and mother of 
the serpent race. 

A great sago. He reducc3d 
to ashes the sons of Sagara who 
falsely accused him of havin 
siioleti their sacrificial steed. Ho 
is believed (?) to bo the founder 
of tho Sa nhhya school of philo- 
Sophy. 

A mighty demon who attack- 
ed Ra'ma and Lakshma/^a in 
tho Dandaka forest and was slain 
by them. When mortally wound- 
ed he informed them that lie 
was originally a Gandharva^ but 
had been transformed into a de- 
mon by the curse of a sage. 

Daughter of the demon Tam- 
bha.She was the wife of Ilirawya- 
kasi'pu and mother of Prahra'da. 

The serpent who, saved 
by Nala from fire, deformed him 
in order that none might recog- 
nise him during the days of his 
adversity brought on by Kali. 
Nala was afterwards restored to 
his form. 

The son begotten by the sun 
on Kunti', while she was yet a 
virgin and at her father's house. 
Afraid of the public scandal 
the virgin threw the infant into 
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the Yamuna. Tie was found by 
Db/itara'irh/ra's charioteer Adhi- 
ratha and nurtured by his wife 
Kji'd ha' whence he was called 77 ^ 737 . 
When grown up he became king of 
the Anga?* Jiiid was proverbially 
the type of charity. Taking ad- 
vantage of this Indra asked from 
him his impeiielrable celestial pa- 
noply and ear-rings in the guise of 
aJlrahmay/a.Karna went to Para - 
snrciua and, s-imiilatiug himself a 
P»rahina?/a, learnt from him tlie 
military art. Ei\l once while 
l^arab'uTiima was sletspiiig with 
Li> head on Kama’s lap a worm 
made its way into it and as 
Kar./apnt up with it patiently 
he was discovered and cursed 
that his art would not be useful 
to him in war. On another occa- 
sion he was cmr^ed that the 
whiel of Irs chariot would sink 
down into tJe earth in the hour 
of trial. Kar/^u was the most in- 
timate fr>end of Duryodbana 
and joined him and S akuni in 
their var ous schemes cf destroy- 
ing the PaiR?ava3, In the great 
war ho was the third general- 
issimo of the Kauravas and com- 
manded llieir army for three 
days. On the third day of his 
leadership he was slain by Ar- 
juna. 

A sage, the son of Marichi. 
He mar^id thirteen of the daugh- 
ters of Daksha from whom descend* 
cd the twelve A'dityas^ the nymphs 
of the lunar constellations^ 
the Daityas and many classes of 
animals. His share in the creation 
was thus no unimportant one as 
lie was the fat hi r of the gods, de- 
mons, men. beasts and reptiles. 

The god of lore. His wife 
w as Rati. Offended at beinginspir* 
ed by bim with amorous past ion 
for IVrvati', Siva burnt him to 
death. Subsequently he was 
allowed to be born as st the 
request of Rati. He is'represent- 


of flowers with a string of bees. 
Tho spring ( ) is his friend. 

cRTfTgrr<ir Son of K> itavi'rya and sov- 
ereign of the Ifaihaya tribe. 
He once took Ravana prisoner. 
( R. VI. 40 ), By propitiating 
Dattatreya he obtained several 
boons, such as a thousand arms. 
The power of restraining wrong 
by justice, ( R. VI. ) and a 
chariot that went wherever he 
willed it to go. He ruled justly 
and equitably and otferod the 
thousand sacrifices, lie was . lain 
by Parasur:ima ( 'Trsrjrq ) for 
carrying off by violence the 
A'a mndhenn of the sage. 

Bon of S'iva, generated from 
the semen of that god cast into 
AynL'^ho too weak to retain it cast 
it into the Ganges i The semen, 
according to another account, is 
represented to have been cast 
also into a tliicket of reeds, 
hence the name Thence 

it was swallowed by the six 
Krittika's, every one of whom, 
produced a male child.But these 
six children born severally, were 
combined into one of abnormal 
figure with six heads and twelve 
bands; ( hence called and 

qiTiTig^). He was the commander of 
the army of the gods (hence call- 
ed ), and slew the powerful 
demon Tdraka ( </. v. ). Devasenfi. 
was his wife. He is represented as 
riding a peacock and is said to 
have split the mountain 
to convince the latter of his 
prowess.

The brother of the qneen of 
king Virata. He had a sinister eye 
on Dranpadi and sought through 
the help of his sister to Tiolate 
her chastity. Dranpadi complain- 
ed of this to the king, but he 
would not interfere. She then pro- 
fessed to receire his ofters by the 
adyice of Bhlma and engaged to 
meet him at midnight in the danc- 
ing room of the palace. On his 
arrival there he was seized by 
Bhima and was squeezed to death. 

The adoptive father of Ku- 
nti and an ally of the P4ndavas 
in the great war. 

The first wife of P4nda to 
whom she bore three sons; 

and P4nda had been 

prevented by a curse from having 
progeny and she conceived these 
sons by connection with 
and respectively. 

The lord of wealth, the regent 
of the north and the king of the 
Va/cshas and Kinnaras, He was 
born of Vis ravas^ the son of Pu- 
lastya, and Id4vid4 and was the 
half-brother of B4 vana. He is re- 
presented as deformed in body 
having three legs and only eight 
teeth. 


ipswr A deformed young female ser- 
vant of Eansa. Krishna and Ba- 
lar4ma once met her in the high 
road and asked from her a little of 
the unguent which she was carry- 
ing to Kansa. She readily gave 
them as much as they wanted. 
Pleased with her goodness Krishna 
made her perfectly straight 
when she looked a most beautiful 
woman. 

Brother of B4vana. He de- 
voured many heavenly nymphs.ln 
retaliation of this Sarasvati, when 
once he was about to ask a boon 
from Brahman { m. ), sat on 
his tongue and caused him to ask 
instead of which he 
meant. The boon was granted 
and he slept for many years un- 
disturbed. At the siege of Lankk 
B4varaa desired to avail himself 
of the gigantic strength of his 
brother and roused him from his 
sleep with great difficnlty.He dis- 
played extraordinary valour and 
devoured thousands of monkeys^ 
but was ultimately killed by 
B4ma. 

^ An ancient king, son of Sam- 
varna,who gave his name to the 
district Kurukshetra. He was the 
ancestor of Viohitravirya^ the 
grand-father of the Kauravas and 
Pdndavas. 

The elder of the twin sons ol 
B4ma born after Bdma had repu- 
diated Si't4, and brought up at the 
hermitage af V41miki, the first 
poet. He was made king of Kus& 
vatz' by B4ma, but returned to 
Ayodhy4, after the decease of his 
father^ at the earnest entreaty of 
the metropolis in the guise of a 
woman. ( B. zvi.

An ancestor of Visv4mitra. 
A warrior on the Eanrava 
side who with Kripa and As - 
vatth^man survived at the end of 
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the great war. He was sub- 
sequently slain by Sa'tyaki. 
frtr The maternal uncle of AsVat- 
tb&man. He was bom of the sage 
S^aradwat and found and brought 
up along with his sister Kripi^ by 
8'antanu. In the great war he 
fought on the side of the Eaura- 
ras. He is one of the seren Chi- 
ranjtvins. 

The eigth incarnation of Vish- 
nu. He was son of Vasudeva and 
Beraki, the cousin of Kansa,and 
was the charioteer and friend of 
Arjuna.Eri8hna Passed his child- 
hood at the house of a oowherd 
named Nanda and evinced his di- 
vine character by many feats of 
surprising strength. In the tale 
of his youth his female compani- 
ons, the Gojot's, play an important 
part, B4dh4 being the most con- 
spicuous. He killed Eansa and 
many other powerful demons. In 
the great war he took part with the 
Pa'ndavas and it was mainly ow- 
ing to his powerful assistance that 
the Kauravas were vanquished. 
After the general destruction of 
Ya'davas at Prabha'sa he is said 
to have been killed unintention- 
ally by a hunter who shot him 
with an arrow mistaking him for

A demon slain by Ba'ma while 
in exile. Ho was the half-brother 
of Ra'vana. 

irsn* The most sacred river in India 
and the deity presiding over it. 

I he deity by a curse of Brahman 
( m. ) came down upon earth and 
became the first wife of king 
S'antanu. She bore to him eight 
sons of whom the youngest Bhish- 
ma, became famous for his valour 
and life-long celibacy. See

Son of Siva and Parvati, said 
to have sprung from the scurf 
of Pa'rvati's body. He is the god 
of wisdom and g ^od luck and the 
remover of obstacles. He is gen- 
erally represented in a sitting pos- 
ture, half man and half elephant 
with a large belly and riding a 
mouse.

A Rakshasa and friend of 
Buryodhana. Disguised as a 
Br&hmana he reproached 
Yudishfhira for his conduct as 
he entered Hastin4pnra in 
triump.

He also tried to deceive Yudhi* 
shfhira -it the end of the great 
^war. ( Ve. v. ). 

One of the sixteen sons of 
M uni, and king of tYa^Gandharmt, 

The companion and friend 
of the princess Ushi, to whom 
Ush4 related her dream, and who 
by her magic power brought 
Aniruddha to her palace. 

A YAdava prince who 
fought on the side of the T^ndavas 
in the great war.

5Tff3R’ A kuig tt*" M’thila fiie foster— 
father of ,sltd. He was a great 
philosoplier to whoni the extrmni- 
lies of pain and plea’jure wera 
equally agreeable. 
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The ton of Parikthit who 
was grand-son of Arjnna, His 
lather was slain bj a serpent and 
the son stung bf the injury, with 
a resolre to extirpate the crawl- 
ing race, performed a serpent- 
sacrifice and burned to ashes all 
serpents except Takshaka, who 
was saTed by the interposition of 
A'sti'ka at whose request the 
sacrifice was closed. 

The son of /^ichi'ka. He was 
a pious sage who by the fervour 
of his devotion, obtained entiie 
poesesBion of the V$das^ His wife 
Benuk^ once saw the Gandharva 
king, Ohitraratha sporting with 
his queen and felt envious of their 
lelieity. Defiled by unworthy 
thoughts she returned disquieted 
to her home. Jamadagni, seeing 
her fallen from sanctity was 
enraged and ordered his sons to 
out off her head $ and one of them 
Faras'urama, with explicit obe- 
dience to his father’s command 
beheaded his mother. The sago 
was pleased with his dutifulnesi^, 
and, as a reward for it, restored 
the beheaded mother to life, and 
gave up bis anger. 

sy eiTO A king of the Sindhu district 
brother-in-law of Duryodhana, 
Once while out on hunting he 
happened to see Draupadi'' in the 
forest and was so much struck 
with her beauty that he carried 
her off forcibly, her husbands be- 
ing then away. When the Panda- 
vas returned he was pursued and 
captured and DraupadP was 
released. He was killed by 
Arjuna in the great war for 
abetting the death of Abhimanyu. 

A gieat sage who married 
a sister of the serpent king 
V&snki.Once he was fallen asleep 
on the lap of his wife when the 
sun was about to set. Seeing that 
the time of offering his evening 


service to the sun was passing 
away his wife awakened him. 
But he got angry with her for 
her officiousness and left her for 
ever telling her that she was 
pregnant and would bring forth 
a son who would support her and 
be the saviour of the serpent 
race. See srr^^. 

^on of Brihadratha. He 
was bom in two halves, which 
were put together by a female 
fiend named J ar& • ( hence 
his name ). When he grew 
up he became the king of Magadha 
and hearing that Krishna had 
killed his son-in-law, mustered 
a large army and beseiged 
Mathura'. He was defeated, but 
he renewed his attacts eighteen 
times. On the oooasion of the 
72ayar?/ya-sacrifioe performed by 
Yudhish^hira, Krishna, Arjuna and 
Bhi'ma disguised themselves as 
Brdhmanas and went to the capi- 
tal of Jardsandha, where Bhi'ma 
challenged him to a single combat;, 
the challenge being accepted, a 
hard contest ensued in which 
Jariisandha was slain. 

Son of Suhotra. Once while 
performing a sacrifice he saw the 
whole place overflowed by the 
waters of the Ganges and in his^ 
wrath drank up the river. When 
the gods and sages appeased his 
indignation he loosed the waters 
of the river from his ears.( Hence 
the name srrgqf} ). 

I. One of the generals in 
B&ma’s army at the siege of 
Lank&.

A terrible female fiend, dau' 
ghter of Suketu, and wife of Sun 
da. She was shot down dead by 
Bama when she set herself to dis- 
turb Vis'va'mitra’s sacrifice, his 
scruples about taking the life of 
a famale, being overcome by the 
reasoning of the sage. 

A powerful demon, son of 
Yajra'nga and Vara'ngi\ He 
propitiated Brahman ( m, ) and 
asked as a boon that he should 
not meet with death from any- 
one but a child seven days old. 
When he became intolerable by 
hs mischievous pranks, Kartike- 
ya was born and slew the demon 
on the seventh day of his birth. 

iHtTT I. The Wife of Vali and mo* 
ther of Angada. She attempted 
to dissuade Vali from 
fighting with R4ma and Sugriva^ 
but did not succeed. After Y&li 
was killed by B&ma she married 
Sugriva. 11. Wife of Brihaspati, 
the preceptor of the gods.She was 
earried oft by Soma who refused 
to give her up. Braliman(m.)aiter 


a fierce contest compelled him to 
restore her to her husband. 111. 
Wife of king Harischandra, and 
mother of RohidaBa.( Also named 
wRT^nft )• 

A demon killed by Indra 
with the assistance of Das'aratha- 
In the light Kaikeyi' saved 
the king’s life while in a swoon 
and obtained the two boons the 
fulfilment of which resulted in 
the exile of Rdma. 

A female demon who treated 
Si'ta' with kindness when she wa 
the captive of Havana and asked 
other RUiashasa attendants to do 
the same. 

filruT A demon killed by Siva who- 
also burnt to ashes the three citi-* 
es ( of gold, silver and iron ) of 
which the demon was master and 
which were built for him by his 
friend Maydsura. 

A wise and just king of the 
Solar raoe.He had only one fault, 
viz. an overweening lovo of his 
person. He requested Yasishtha 
and his hundred sons to peform 
tor him a sacrifice that would 
enable him to go to heaven in 
his cherished body. When this 
absurd proposal was rejected by 
them he charged the sagos with 
impotency and was, in return for 
thes 9 indignities, degraded by them 
to be a ehandala, Yis'vdmitra, 
however, celebrated the sacrifice 
for him in return for his past 
services. However, when the sacri- 
fice was completed, the gods them- 
selves paid no heed to it. Yis - 
vdmitra, in a rage, caused Tris** 
anku to mount up into heaven 
with his earthly body by the pot- 
ency of his severe penance. Tri- 
sankn began to soar, but when his 
head struck against the celestial 
azure, Indra, looking over, said 
fall Tris'anku and the un- 
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happy monarch began to fall, bnt 
was arrested by the voice of Vis* 
va'mitra when half way between 
heaven and earth where the body 
of 'the monarch still remains. 
Hence the well-know expression 
(Sak. II.). 

The groat architect of the gods, 
otherwise called His 

daughter ^fKT was married to the 
8 un,but,as she was unable to endure 
his effulgence, the divine architect 
placed the sun upon his lathe and 
cut off a part of his lustre ( B. 
vi.32) which he used in making the 
discus of Vishnu, the trident of 
S'iva and the weapans of other 
gods. 

A celebrated Praja'pati born 
from the thumb of Brahman (m.). 
He was the chief of patriarchs. 
He had many daughters. One of 
these, Sati, was married to Siva. 
At a great sacrifice performed by 
Daksha neither Sati nor Siva 
was invited. Sati, however, attend- 
ed and on being insulted threw 
herself into the ilamefe of the sacri- 
fice and perishod. Siva, exasperat- 
ed, tore off a lock of his hair and 
cast it with violence to the ground. 
It started up into being a demon, 
named Virabhadra, who, ordered 
by Siva destroyed the sacrifice 
and, according to some accounts, 
beheaded Daksha himself. 

One of the three sons of Atri 
and A'nasuy^i. 

^ One of the wives of Kas'yapa, 
the mother of the D&navas. 

Daughter of Bhima, king of 
Vidarbha, She was a ‘paragon of 
beauty. She exchanged her love 
with that of king Nala through 
the medium of a golden swan and 
chose him for her husband in the 
teeth of a host of competitors ^ 
among whom were the four gods, 
Indra, Agxd, Yama and Vanina, | 
The lovely pair passed some years I 


veiy happily. In course of time, 
however, Nala, in an inauspicious 
hour, was induced to play at dice 
with his brother Pushkara and 
staked everything except his wife 
and himself. The ill-fated pair 
was then driven into wilderness 
all but naked. There with her hus- 
band Damayanti passed through a 
serios of strange adventures, all the 
while remaining strictly faithful 
to her lord. She, while asleep, was 
one day forsaken by her frantic 
husband and had in her helpless- 
ness to resort to the parental roof. 
After some time, however, she 
and Nala were brought together 
and passed the rest of their lives 
happily. 

Son of Aja and father of 
Ba'ma. He had tliree wives-Kau- 
salya', Sumitra' and Kaikeyi' but 
no issue. On the performance of a 
sacrifice for the attainment of 
progeny Kausalya' bore to him 
Ba'ma, Sumitrd Lakshmana, and 
S'atrughna and Kaikeyi' Bharata. 
The king was extremely fond of 
his sons and when Kaikeyi demand- 
ed the exile of Rdma by a boon 
promised to her before, he tried 
to dissuade her from her purpose 
by the most abject entreaties. See- 
ing that they had no effect he 
complied with the demand but 
ended his life in sorrow and la- 
mentation. See and ^ 17 . 

A daughter of Daksha who be- 
came one of the wives of Kas'ya- 
pa and the mother of the Daityae^ 

A king of the Solar race. He 
is described as a grand ideal of 
what a king should be. He had a 
lovely queen but no issue. For 
this he applied to the sage Vasi- 
shtha, who advised him and his 
wife to tend the celestial 00 w 
Nandini^ The royal pair did ac- 
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cordingly andjwera yeiy toon bles a- 
ed with a son. 

f Sister of Dnrjodhana marri- 
ed to Jayadratha. (Ye. ii.). 

f One of the hundred sons of 
Dhritara'shfra. He was bold and 
chivalrous but wicked. He dragged 
Draupadi'into the assembly by her 
hair and was trying to strip her 
of every clothing. Exasperated by 
this act of indignity^ Bhima then 
and there publicly announced his 
resolution to drink the boold of 
Duhs'-a Sana. Tn course of time a 
fierce duel took place between the 
cousins and Bhima fed fat the 
ancient grudge by killing Duh- 
sdsana and drinking his blood. 

A giant slain by Va'li. When 
Sugri^va showed to Edma the 
skeleton of this giant to convince 
him of the strength of Ya'li. Ha'ma 
kicked it slightly and oast it 
many miles away. 

eldest of the Kaurava 
brothers. His father being the 
reigning sovereign, he did not 
like that Yudhishthira should be 
the Yuvaraja and persuaded his 
blind father to send away the 
Fa'ndavas to the city of Ya'rand- 
vata. There a splendid palace 
was prepared to secure their des- 
truction, resin and other combus- 
tible substances being secreted. 
The Pa'ndavas, however, were 
warned of it and escaped. They 
then lived at Indraprastha where 
they celebrated the Ra'jasuya 
sacrifice wlthgreat splendour. But 
their escape and wealth reviv- 
ed the jealousy of Duryodhana 
and he now continued to persuade 
Yudhish^hira to play with dice. 

In that game the latter staked 
everything not excluding hit 
wife and was forced to go. to the 


forest with his wife and brothers 
for twelve years and to live hid- 
den for one year. After the expira- 
tion of the stated period the hosti- 
lities were renewed and the great 
BAaVaft' war which lasted for eigh- 
tsen days and ended in the tho- 
rough extermination of the Eaura- 
vas was fougnt. On the last day 
of the war Bhima fought with 
Duryodhana in a single combat 
and put him to death. 

A celebrated sage, son of 
Atri by Anasu'y'a. lie was ex- 
tremely irascible and very hard to 
please. His anger is almost prover- 
bial. 

Father of the emperor Bharata^ 
Once upon a time, while hunting 
in the forest, he happened to see 
the beautiful 8'akuntala ,the adopt- 
ed daughter of Kanva, and being 
quite taken with her beauty, at 
once married her by the Gandhar- 
va rite. Leaving her there he 
went back to his capital. After a 
time S'akuntal^ was delivered of 
a son and was sent to him with 
the child. But th(j king denied all 
knowledge of having ever seen 
her. He was, however, upbraided 
by a heavenly voice and he admit- 
ted her with theson.The pair reign- 
ed happily to a good old age and 
theU; installing Bharata on the 
throne, retired to the forest. 

jTT a demon slain by Ea'ma while 
in exile. 

Oousin of Kansa, wife of 
Yasudeva and mother of Krishna.

She was the only child of 
S'ukra, thepreoeptor of the demons. 
She fell in love with her father’s

widow of Vichitravi'rya, and 
father of the hundred brothers- 
Duryodhaana and others.

After several 
days’ fighting Drupada was kill- 
ed by Drof»a and Dhrishtadyumna 
vowed that he would be revenged 
for his father’s death by killing 
Drona. This he did the follow- 
ing day. He was afterwards 
surprised by As'vattha'man while 
sleeping in the tents of the 
Pdndavas and was barbarously 
murdered.

The As'vins and Sarasrati, in 
consequence, gave Indra a thun- 
derbolt with which he smote off 
the head of the demon. 

The two great Biskis prac- 
tising penance at Badarikfis'rama 
on the Him&laya. ludra, alarmed 
at their penances, sent heavenly 
nymphs to disturb their devotions, 
but N4r&yana put these dam >4618 
to shame by creating a nymph 
( ) from his thigh far excel 

ling Indra’s nymphs in beauty 
( Viki- 1 . ) The names are also 
applied to Krishna and Arjuna. 

A demon born of the earth.To 
relieve the world of his tyranny, 
Krishna killed him in a fierce com- 
bat. In his harem Krishna found 
sixteen thousand and one hundred 
damsels who became his wives. 

qpr The king of Nishadha. He poa« 
sessed all the noble qualities and 
attainments that would dis- 
tinguish a monarch. After his 
marriage with Damaynti, Nala, 
duped by Kali, lost his kingdom 
by gambling and was banished 
^0 the wilderness withDamay anti. 
He left hU wife asleep in the 


forest and roamed about the 
earth at will. After passing 
through a series of stormy ad- 
ventures be regained his beloved 
spouse with his kingdom and 
ruled happily. See and 

The eldest of five sons of A'yus . 
Having attained the rank of Indra 
he compelled the to bear 

bis litter and was cursed by them 
to fall from his state and to re- 
appear upon earth as a lizard. 

A divine sage born from the 
hip of Brahmau (m.). He is often 
described as engaged in convey- 
ing messages and causing discord 
among gods and men. He is said 
to be the inventor of the lute 
(^r) i^ind the author of code 
which goes by his name. 

One of the sons of Ikshvi^ku, 
who became the primogenitor of 
the Vaideha dynasty which ruled 
in Mithila. 

^ A son of Manu Vaivasvatawho, 
by the curse of a Br&hman^, 
became a lizard. 

^ amadagni, the six- 
^ incarnation of Vishnu. While 
young he cut off the head of his 
mother Eenuk& at the desire of 
his father. While he was away 
from home his father was slain 
by tbe sons of K&rtavirya. Para- 
s'ur&ma,to avenge his fathers’ un* 
merited fate, vowed to extirpate 
the Kskatriyaa and Thrice seven 
times did he clear the earth of the 
regal race.” He was afterwards 
defeated by B&ma and believed 
to be still practising austerities 
on the Mahendra mountain. Be- 
ing jealous of Ka'rtikeya he is 
said to have once pierced the 
Kxauncha mountain right through 
with his arrows. (Megh. 1. 57xx.) 

Abhimanyu and 

graud^aon of Arjuna. He came 
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to the throne of Hastin^pnra after 
Yudhish^hira, The adrent of the 
Kali age is placed at the cem- 
mencement of his reign. He died 
of a snake bite. 

^riy Son of VyAsa by Amb&lika, 
widow of VichitraTi'rya, He 
was called Panda because he was 
born pale by reason of his mother 
haring been quite colourless with 
fright when closeted with Vydsa. 
Panda, by a curse, was prevented 
from haring progeny himself 
and the Pa'ndava princes were 
begotten on Kunti and Madri by 
several gods. Forgetting the curse 
he ventured one day to embrace 
M<^idri and fell dead at once, 

Satr born as the daughter of 
HimdMya and Men&* Her marri- 
age with S'iva ( and the brith of 
KaVtikeya ?) form the theme of 
Kdlid&sa’s Kumkrasamhhava, 

5 ^ The youngest son of king Tay4ti 
and 8 armishfh^, ' who consented 
to giTo hig youth and beauty to 
his father in exchange for his in- 
firmities. After a thousand year^ 
Yayati restored to him his youth 
and made him king of Pratish^h^* 
na. He was an ancestor of the 
Kau-ravas and Pa'ndavas. 

The son of Budha and ll«i 
He was a prince renowned for 
liberality, devotion, love of truth 
and personal beauty. He fell in 
love with Urvas'i while she was 
descending from heaven. Urvasi 
returned his love and became his 
wife. The king passed many happy 
days in her company and had one 
son by her. After some days the 
nymph returned to her original 
home leaving the king to mourn 
her loss. But she repeated her 
visits five times successively and

On hearing this Prithu 
took up hi ' divine bow and extort- 
ed a promise from the earth to 
supply mankind with all that 
Was necessary for their subsisten- 
ce, He is thus represented as hav- 
ing milked the earth which fled 
before him in the form of a cow, 
by miking Swayambhuva Manu 
as bt.r calf. Prithu^s example is 
said to have been subsequently 
fo 1 >wed by gods, men, RisAis, 
mountains (K, S i.2) &c., each of 
wh^m milked the earth of what 
they wanted by finding out the 
proper milkman and calf out of 
their own class. 

Son of Krihfia and Eukmini^ 
an incarnation of the god of love. 
When six days old he was stolen 
from the lying-in-chamber by 
S'ambara who cast him into the 
ocean A large fish swallowed the 
child. That fish was caught by a 
fi herman and delivered to 
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open S'ambara’s wife M4yayati 
found in it a beautiful boy and 
reared him up. When Pradyumna 
knew that S^ambara had stolen 
him when a child he defied the 
demon to battle and killed him 
and went bnck to his father’s 
house with M&ydvatl as his wife. 

ST lftV ST SoTereign of the kingdom of 
women. She was conquered by 
Arjuna and became his wife. 

The son of Hiranyakas'ipu, 
who, from the influence of a prior 
existence, became a worshipper 
of Yisbnu. His father subjected 
him to a rariety of cruelties to 
compel him io renounce the 
worship of Vishnu, but to no 
purpose. At last Uiranvaka<%'tpu 
asked Prahrdda that if Vishnu 
was everywhere how he was not 
visible in the pillar of the as- 
sembly hall. Prahrdda thereupon 
struck the column with his fist 
when Vishnu issued frt»m it half- 
lion and half -man and tore 
Hiranyakes'ipu to pieces. 

^ A demon killed by Bhi'ma. 
(Ve. VI. ), 

Son of Arjuna by 
Clui.rdngadd.When the sacrificial 
horse of Yudhishrhira, escorted 
by Arjuna, went to Babhru- 
vdhana’s city he seized the 
animal, but on learning that it 
belonged to the Pdndavas, restor- 
ed it to his father Arjuna with 
professions of affection. The 
latter, however, attributed it to 
the cowardice of his son which 
led to a battle in which Arjuna 
was slain but was afterwards 
restored to life. 

The seventh son of Vasudeva 
by Devaki transferred to the 
womb of Bohini to save him from 
Kansa’s omelty.He with Krishna 
was brought up by Nanda. While 
young, he killed the demons 


Dhenuka and Pralamba. He is 
said to have dragged towards him 
with his ploughijhare the city of 
Hastind and also the river 
Yamund. He was very fond of 
wine and blue clothes and is 
represented as armed with a 
plough-share and as the patron 
of agriculture. He was married 
to Bevati to whom he was firmly 
attached. Balardma is sometimes 
regarded as the eighth incarna- 
tion of Vishnu. ( Git. G. i. ). 

A mighty demon, son of 
Virochana and the grandson of 
ipi^. He conquered the gods who 
prayed to Visliwu for succour. 
The latter was then born on the 
earth as Va^mana and prayed 
Bali to give him as much earth 
as he could st^'p over in three 
steps. This request being granted 
Vish?in assumed a mighty form 
and covered the earth by the first 
step and the heavens by the 
second. No room being left for 
the third, Va^mana planted his 
foot on Bali’s head and sent him 
down to P6.t41a. 

inur The eldest son of Bali and the 
father of Ushii q. v. 

Brother of Ba'vaiia. He 
censured B.^vana for his gross 
misconduct in carrying off Sit& 
and advised him to restore her to 
B&ma. But seeing that Bdva9»a 
was intractable he went over to 
Bdma. After B^vana’s death he 
was installed emperor of Lankfi. 

Preceptor of the gods. His 
wife Tard was carried off by 
Soma who refused to give her up» 
A war ensued and Brahman (.m. ) 
had at last to compel Soma to 
restore her to her husband. Tdrk 
afterwards gave birth to a son 
whom she declared to be bom 
of Soma. This son, Budha, waa 
« the ancestor of the Lunar race*. 
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deity of the Hindu 
triad to whom is entrusted the 
work of creation. He is describ- 
ed as born in the lotns which 
sprung from the navel of Vishan. 
As the father of men he is repre- 
sented as performing the work of 
procreation by incestuous inter- 
course with his own daughter 
Saraswatl. The deity is also 
represented as rising self-existent 
from the waters and creating the 
heaven and earth by laying a 
golden egg and dividing it into 
halves. Then be created Marrchi 
from whom descended Kas'yapa, 
Vivasvat and Manu the 
primogenitor of men. Another 
account is that aft^r dividing the 
golden egg the deity separated 
himself into male and female parts 
from which spxang f^t^and from 
him Maun, the law- giver. Ori- 
ginally he had five heads but one 
was burnt off by the fireof S'iva’s 
central eye. His vehicle is a 
swan. 

WiT^ King of the Pr&gjyotishas 
who fought on the side of the 
Kauravas in the great war and 
was slain by Arjuna. 

A descendant of Sagara who 
practised austerities for a 
thousand years and brought the 
Ganges to the earth to bathe the 
ashes of his ancestors who had 
been burned to ashes by the wrath 
of Kapila. 

Das'aratha and 
Kaikeyi. He was firmly devoted 
to B4ma and was deeply grieved 
to learn that his mother had been 
instrumental in sending B&ma 
into exile. He would not accept 
the throne and ruled his father’s 
kingdom in the name of Kdma 
while the latter was in exile, II. 
fion of Dushyanta and S'akiintal4 
wbo gate his name ( ) to 
India. Ninth in descent from him 


came Kura and fourteenth from 
Xuru came S'antanu, the great- 
grand-father of the P&ndavas. 

The second of the five sons of 
Pdndu begotten on Kunti by Vayu, 
He was famous for his strength 
and swiftness and for the unfail- 
ing use of his club. The principa 
events of his life are his conquest 
of Jardsandha, the fearful vow 
uttered by him against 
Duryodhana and Duhsasana^ his 
pursuit of Jayadratha after the 
abduction of Draupadi^his engage* 
ment as head cook in the house of 
king Virdta, the enormous quanti- 
ty of food which he daily con- 
sumed, his contest with Kichaka 
and his killing Duryodhana and 
his brothers in the great war. Ho 
died with the other PiineZavas on 
the Himdlaya. His name is appli- 
ed to a person who is strong and 
dauntless. 

il f Ki T Son of S'antanu and the river 
Ganges and grand->uncle of the 
Pdndavas and Kauravas. His 
father in his old age desired to 
marry a young and beautiful 
damsel, but her parents refused to 
give her to him, on the ground 
that her sons would not succeed 
to the throne, Bhishma being the 
rightful heir. In order to please 
his father Bhishma made a vow 
to the parentsof the damsel that he 
would never accept the kingdom 
or marry a wife or become the 
father of children by any woman. 
His name is traced to his terrible 
vow,” Bhishma, henceforth, be- 
came the patriarch of the family 
and is represented as a model of 
faithfulness and loyalty. He in- 
stalled his brother Vichitravri^a 
on the throne, got him married 
( See atiTT ) and brought up hia 
sons and grandsons. He was 
mortally disabled hv 
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S'ikhandln or rather by Ar juna in 
the Bharati war, but harisg the 
power of fixing the period of his 
death, he lived till the snn had 
eroBsed the vernal equinox. 

A warrior who fought on 
the side of the Kauravas in the 
great war and was slain by 
S&tyaki. 

An ancestor of Parasu'r&ma. At 
tL: request of other Rishis he 
went out to test the characters of 
various gods. He first went to 
S'iva, and not getting an in- 
terview, cursed him to take the 
form of a Linga. He next went 
to Brahman ( m. ), but being re- 
ceived with great indifference^ 
declared that the deity should re* 
cive no worship or offering. Last- 
ly he went to Vishnu but finding 
him asleep kicked him on the 
breast. Instead of being offended 
Vishnu pressed bis feet gently and | 
declared himself honoured by the 
treatment. Bhrigu consequently 
declared him to be the only deity 
entitled to the worship of gods 
and men. 

An old female servant who 
persuaded Kaikeyi to secure the 
throne of Ayodhy4 to Bharata, 
her own son^ and to send Rama 
into exile. 

Wife of R&vana. She is 
famous for her devotion to her 
husband. 

The architect of the Daityas, 
Arjuna once saved his life and^ 
in return, Maya erected for the 
Pfindavas an assembly-hall, won- 
derful in every way. 

The father of Kas'yapa and 
one of the Parj6patis who sprang 
direct from Brahman ( m. ). 

A sovereign of the Solar race, 
well-known for having performed 
a sacrifice which was attended 
and guarded by gods. 


A demon slain by Durgd.

mother of Nakula and Sahadeva.

Son of Sunda and T4daka. It 
was he who allured Rama away 
in the form of a golden deer and 
thus assisted Ravauain his design 
of carrying off Sita. 

Maternal grand-uncle and 
minister of Ravana* Lankd was 
originally ^uilt for him. But it 
was deserted bv him ani occupied 
by Kuvera Ra'vana recovered it 
from the latter and M&lyavat re- 
turned with his relations to live 
with R&vana. 

He once 
assisted the gods in fight and 
secured from them, as a boon, long 
sleep and the instant death of 
him who would disturb it. By a ^ 
strategem of Krisna, Kalayavana 
was led to rouse Muchukunda and 
fell a victim to his wrath. 

Wf The eldest son of Yayati and* 
Devayi'ni and ancestor of the 
Y&davas. 

Nahusha. He married* 
l)evayani', daughter of S'ukra 
and subsequently S'ermishthd, 
the daughter of Vrishaparvtn, 
who wa^ ordered by her father 
to attend on Devay&ni' as a ser- 
vant for the offence she had given, 
to the latter. ^ See ). 

Through the corse of S'ukra, 
Yaydti became old and infirm 
before his time, but having ap- 
peased his father-in-law he ob- 
tained permission to transfer his 
decrepitude to any one who would 
oonsent to take it. Out of his 
five sons Porn respectfully com- 
plied with his father’s desire. 
The king, now endowed with re- 
novated youth, passed his time in 
the enjoyment of pleasures, A 
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thousand years passed in this 
way and still he could conceive 
no end to his desires. The more 
they were gratified the more 
ardent they became. Seeing this 
the king suddenly renounced all 
sensual enjoyment and fixed his 
mind upon spiritual truth. He 
restored his youth to Puru, re- 
sumed his own decrepitude and 
departed to the wood of penance.

eldest P&ndaya prince 
begotten on Kunti" by Dharma 
( ^ ). He was more distinguished 
for piety and truthfulness than 
for military exploits. Dhritara- 
shtra installed him king at 
y^ran^vata to avoid the jealousy 
of his sons. At this place an at- 
tempt was made to burn him and 
his brothf^rs alive; but they escap- 
ed and rem^ ved to Indraprastha. 
Here the P^ndavas established 
their supremacy and performed 
the Rajamya sacrifice. This ex- 
cited the jealousy of Buryodhana 
who arranged for Dharma^s visit 
to a gambling match at Hastin^- 
pura. Through the treacherous | 
contrivances of Duryodhana and 
Sakuni, Dharma lost every thing 
and had to go into exile witn his 
wife and brothers. After thirteen 
years of great trouble the Pdnda- 
vas opened negotiations fi>r the 
partition of the kingdom, and 
being unsuccessful undertook the 
great Vafi' war. After eighteen 
days of ecvere fighting in the 
course of which the Kauravas 
were all ^lain, Yudhish^hira was 
crowned emperor of Ha^itindpora 
and reigned justly and -wisely for 
many years. ( Also called vrjif). 

A king of the Solar race. 

^ father of M^indhit/i. 

^ A distinguished king of the Solar 
race son of Dilipa and fatlie* 
of Aja. He was celebrated for Ms 


learning, his bravery, his liberality 
and his uniform success. He per- 
formed the Yis'vajit sacrifice and 
made over his whole substance to 
priests in the shape of Dak$hina» 

A pious king of the Lunar 
race, sixth in descent from 
Bharata. He offered so many 
sacrifices that a river of blood is 
said to have sprung from the 
hides ( hence called ) of 

the beasts slaughtered in hissacri* 
fices. ( Megh. i. 45. ). 

Xm Son of Dasaratha by Kausalya, 
the hero of the great epic Ra'ma^ 
yana. When it was proposed to 
install Bama as yuoarajay 
Kaikeyi, at the instigation of 
Manthara, insisted, by the two 
boons previously promised to her 
by the king, on the exile of 
Bama and the installation of 
Bharata as yuvara'ja. The old 
king was shocked at this unex- 
pected request and tried his best 
to dissuade his wife from her 
evil intentions, but she proved 
inexorable. At last Bama, to 
fulfil the word of his father, wil- 
ingly went into exile accompani- 
ed by his young and beautiful 
wife Si'ta andhis brother Laksh- 
maaa. While in forest S was 
carried off by Bdvana king of 
Laukd, Bdma, as'^isted by nume- 
rous monkeys built a bridge 
across the ocean, conquered Lan- 
k&, slew Bdvawa and recovered 
his wife. At the expiration of the 
stated period of exile he returned 
to Ayodhyi*i and reigned for a 
long justly, happily and

He had ten heads and twenty 
ams ( and also four legs in in- 
fancy, R. xii. 88 ) and had the 
power of assnmiDg any form at 
will. In his attempt to propitiate 
Brahman (m,) he is said to hare 
cut oft all his heads but one, when 
the deity was pleased. He was the 
most powerful king of his day. 
Eyen the gods yielded to his 
power and wore almost enslaTod 
l)y him. He once attempted to 
uproot the Kaiia'sa mountain but 
Sira pressed it down and crushed 
the demon’s hands under it; from 
this calamity ho was relieTed 
only by propitiating that deity. 
His character is described as libi- 
dinous and cruel. In consequence 
of his having abducted Sit 4, 
R4ma invaded Lank4 and killed 
him in fight. 

A demon^ son of Viprachitti 
and Sinhika'« When Amrita was 
being served to gods he attempted 
to partake of it ; but the Sun and 
the moon detected him and I 
Vishnu* out off his head. However 
having tasted a little of it he be- 
came immortal and wreaks his 
vengeance on the Sun and moon 
by occasionally wallowing them.

Afterwards 
the child was found and adopted 
by Kanva and brought up at his 


hermitage. To Dusbyanta, the 
reigning monarch the daughter 

^ of Menaki'i was married by the 
Gandharva form and bore to him 
a son who succeeded Dushyanta 
to tho throne and gave his name 
to India.
